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NO CHANGE IN PRICES. 


Manufacturers Meet and Affirm Old 
Quotations—All Confident. 





Separate Meetings of Mill Men Were Held in New York Last 
Week, at Which Practically the Same Action in Re- 
gard to Prices Was Taken by the Manufacturers. 





Meetings of manufacturers representing various branches of the 
industry were held in New York last week for the purpose of 
discussing prices, production and trade conditions in general. A 
series of meetings for the same purpose were held a month ago. 

It is understood that certain conditions, which, if allowed to 
exist, would have worked injury to the general market situation, 
have been satisfactorily adjusted by the manufacturers. The 
opinion was expressed by manufacturers present at the different 
meetings that a more thorough understanding now exists between 
the mills in the several branches of the industry. 

The reports submitted at the different meetings showed that 
the mills are not being favored with much new tonnage, and that 
most of them continue to operate on part time. Some are still 
closed down temporarily for lack of business. 

Despite the curtailment in the demand it was agreed at all the 
meetings that it would be disastrous to attempt to readjust prices 
at this time. It was thought best to continue the course being 
followed at present of reducing the output to meet the demand. 

The different divisions of the trade represented at the meet- 
ings were the manila and fibre, sulphite, tissue, binders’ board 
and paper bag branches. 


The Manila and Fibre Men Stick to Old Prices. 


The meeting of the manila and fibre manufacturers was held 
on Wednesday and Thursday, with representatives present from 
all the larger mills in the country. The meeting was perfectly 
harmonious in every respect, although some heated discussions 
took place on questions of much importance to the mills. A 
revision of gradings on some classes of paper was one of the 
questions which was discussed at length. The question of chang- 
ing basic weights on bag paper was another one which aroused 
considerable interest. It was agreed that present prices should be 
maintained. 

The following official announcement was given out in regard to 
he meeting: : 

‘At a meeting of manufacturers of manila and fibre papers

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The Sulphite Manufacturers Hear Reports on Tonnage. 

The sulphite manufacturers met on Friday and statistics cover- 
ing the production of that commodity were submitted in the shape 
of a report. The work of compiling trade data was arranged 
for at the last meeting, and the complete figures giving a full 
analysis of the manufacture of sulphite were received with much 
satisfaction. Business was reported quiet by nearly every one 
present, and the fact that the paper mills have requested deliveries 
on contracts delayed some of the manufacturers stated that they 
were forced to continue the curtailment of production at their 
plants. The manufacturers decided to reaffirm present prices. 

No Cutting in Tissues. 

The manufacturers of tissue paper held their meeting on Thurs- 
day of last week. The question of prices received the most at- 
tention. All those present claimed they were maintaining prices, 
despite certain reports to the contrary. As in the other branches 
the demand was reported slow, with some of the mills only run- 
ning on part time. It was decided not to make any change in 
prices. 

Output of Binders’ Board Reduced. 

The regular monthly meeting of the binders’ board manufac- 
turers was held on Wednesday at the Murray Hill Hotel. Noth- 
ing but general trade matters were discussed at the meeting. It 
was stated that business was dull, and some plants were reported 
as having reduced their output. Prices it was agreed should be 
sustained. 


The Bag Makers Convert the Dealers—All Good Now. 

In view of recent happenings in the paper bag business the 
meeting of the bag manufacturers, which took place on Thursday, 
was unusually interesting. The price question took precedence 
over everything else at the meeting. The bag business has been 
very quiet recently, yet it was openly stated that prices were being 
cut, thus practically demoralizing the whole trade, particularly in 
New York. After this matter had been thoroughly threshed out 
it was again agreed to maintain prices at the old figures. The 
dealers as a result of a conference with some of the manufacturers 
after the meeting have also consented to the upholding of prices. 


The “King” Diamond Mine of Kalamazoo, Mich.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., January 21, 1907,—Employees of the King 
Paper Company are passing through spasms of excitement these 
days, for within a week’s time another, a second valuable diamond, 
has been found in the stock used in that institution. This find 
came on Thursday of last week, and the lucky man was James 
Neary, millwright. The diamond is an exact duplicate of the 
one found last week by Herman Hines, being a beautiful white 
stone, 2¥* carats in weight, and worth about $400.

Of course the 
stone is his property, that being the rule in such cases. 

While it is nothing at all unusual to find articles of value in 
paper mills, money, jewelry, valuable papers and the like, it is sel- 
dom that the trick is duplicated in a period of seven days, as in 
this case.

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NO UNION LABEL ON PAPER PRODUCTS. 


The Fact that the Brotherhood of Paper Makers Has Not Co- 
operated With the Printers in the Demand for the Label 
on Paper Leaves the Question on the Shelf. 


It appears at present that the manufacturers of paper in the 
United States will have one trouble less to bother them—that the 
modern ogre raised by trade unionism yclept the union label need 
not be feared or thought about by them for perhaps many years, 
if ever 

The agitation for the introduction of the union label and its af- 
fixing to paper made in mills where unionized labor is employed 
has been noted frequently in the past half dozen years; but the 
movement has lacked the strength shown in other trades, particu- 
larly in what are known as the allied industries, printing, litho- 
graphing, etc. In the lithographic industry the movement is prac- 
tically dead, as a result of the strike that ended so disastrously for 
the men, as detailed at length in Tue Paper Trave JourNAL. 

As previously noted in these columns, the union printers have 
been strong supporters of the label movement, and advocate the 
use of the label on every possible occasion. They aver that its 
presence denotes that the work on which it appears has been done 
under “fair conditions,” by which are meant the union scale of 
wages and the eight hour day. As things now are the leaders of 
the union printers are exceedingly desirous of having the label on 
paper made in unionized mills. With the power of coercion this 
would place in their hands they would be able to dominate the situ- 
ation in many offices, as they would have behind them the sup- 
port of the two unions in the paper making trade. The leaders of 
the latter are coy to the extreme, however, and will not listen, or 
have not listened, to the loving appeals of the printers. 

About fourteen months ago the printers, as represented by the 
joint conference board of the allied printing industries at its meet- 
ing in Indianapolis, Ind., passed a resolution to the effect that the 
secretary-treasurer of the board (that gentleman, J. W. Bramwood, 
being also the secretary-treasurer of the International Typographi- 
cal Union) be instructed to correspond with the secretary of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Paper Makers and inform him that the 
joint conference board had discussed the advisability of closer re- 
lationship between the trades represented on the board and the 
International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, and the framing of an 
agreement under the terms of which the printing trades repre- 
sented on the joint conference board should exert their moral in- 
fluence in favor of union label paper. Earnest consideration by the 
paper makers of this proposition was requested. The joint confer- 
ence board was then of the belief that the reply from the paper 
makers’ union would be most favorable. The board’s dream has, 
however, been rudely shattered. The paper makers exhibit no de- 
sire whatever to concern themselves with the matter. 

At the recent annual meeting of the joint conference board at 
Indianapolis the subject of extending the use of the union l4bel was 
again to the fore. The paper makers were not represented, much 
to the annoyance of the board, which after some discussion passed 
the following resolution : 

“That the joint conference board expresses its deep regret that 
a representative of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
is not present at this meeting, in order that he might outline to the 
board practical methods of co-operation with that organization for 
the more general use of union made paper.” 

The board also adopted a resolution to the effect that it re- 
gretted that the Lithographers’ Protective and Beneficial Associa- 
tion had not accepted its proposition to become a member of the 
board, and it renewed the invitation. Whether the lithographers 
will be chary in accepting the invitation remains to be seen. 

The board is apparently willing to go to any length to further 





the usé of the union label, as is shown by the following resolution 

“In view of the announcement made by the representative of thx 
International Brotherhood of Bookbinders that said organizatio: 
had adopted a union label stamp for use on blank books in whic! 
the labor of the allied trades is not involved, this joint conferenc: 
board indorses said label and pledges its co-operation and support 
in bringing the same into general use.” 

Many persons will fail to see why a union label should be placed 
on work done by non-union workpeople. In the meantime the joint 
conference board is awaiting the outcome of its renewed efforts t: 
induce the paper makers to listen to its wooing. The latter ar 
evidently shy birds. Will they heed the lesson contained in th 
fable anent the fox and the crow? Or will they end by agreeing 
with the printers that if allied with them they will eventually secure 
the eight hour workday? At present it is patent that the paper 
manufacturers of the United States need not fear trouble over the 
introduction of the label.

MontTrEAL, Que., January 21, 1908.—Word comes from the 
Maritime Provinces that the output of the International Paper 
Company this year on the Richards and Hutchinson properties on 
the Miramichi River would probably amount to fully 40,000,000 
feet of spruce. Practically the entire output will be used for pulp 
wood, and will be shipped by vessels from Chatham to the various 
plants of the company in the United States. 

It is now known that the International has acquired a controlling 
interest in the Miramichi Lumber Company, which also controls 
vast timber interests, and the paper company will take all the 
spruce for its pulp mills. It was but recently that the Government 
gave permission for the lumber company to increase its capitaliza- 
tion from $400,000 to $800,000. aa

Proposals for Supplying the Public Print- 
er Opened in Washington, D. C. 








The Number of Competing Companies Unusually Large, Due, 
No Doubt, to the Business Depression—The Quotations, as a 
Rule, Are High, Despite the Attractiveness of the Contracts.

Wasuinoton, D. C., January 23, 1908.—The bids for supplying 
the Public Printer with paper for next year were opened today in 
the presence of the Joint Committee of Congress on Public Print- 
ing and representatives of the paper concerns that competed for 
the contracts. 

A noteworthy feature of the bidding was the large number of 
bidders and the generally high level of prices, the depression in 
the industry being considered. The comparatively high quota- 
tions submitted on both machine finished and supercalendered book 
papers seem to bear out the statements of the manufacturers that 
their raw materials have been advanced on them within the last 
year, 

The bidding this year was, as last year, in tenths and twentieths 
of a cent. This method was evidently found satisfactory, the argu- 
ment in favor of it being that it admits of a closer competition 
among the manufacturers, allowing them to bid in less than the 
usual eighths, common in the paper trade. 

The bids submitted were for 149,000 reams of machine finished 
book paper; 49.500 reams of supercalendered paper; 625 reams of 
antique machine finished paper; 41,500 reams of tub sized and loft 
dried paper; 1,090,000 pounds machine dried and supercalendered 
writing paper; 3,000 reams of cover paper; 1,000 pounds of plate 
paper; 100,000 pounds of map paper; 452,000 pounds of superfine 
coated book and half-tone writing paper; 13,000 reams of manila 
paper; 404,000 pounds of bond paper; 12,000 pounds of artificial 
parchment and parchment deed; 145,000 sheets of cardboard; 730,- 
000 sheets of bristol board; 1,000,000 pounds of colored bristol 
board; 150,000 pounds of manila tag board; 13,090 reams of first 
class ledger; 8,500 reams of second class ledger; 1,700 reams of 
tissue paper; 20 reams of blotting paper; 445 reams of marble, 
comb and lining paper; 650 reams of typewriter paper; 535 reams 
of letter, note and quarto post paper, and 100 reams of white 
French folio paper. 

The detail figures of the various bids on the different lots of 
paper into which the above general divisions were subdivided will 
be found in tabular form in the Supplement to this week’s issue, 
which Supplement is included and made a part of this issue. 

The number of lots into which the paper called for has been di- 
vided this year is larger than in previous years, the total last year 
being 160, as against 166 in this year’s bidding, In addition to the 
extra large number of lots this year the quantities are given in

Kenmore and Radnor Mills Now Flock by Themselves.

PHILADELPHIA, January 21, 1908—Trade speculation has been 
general over the announcement made last week that the Kenmore 
and Radnor mills, of the Jessup & Moore Paper Company, now 
had a separate existence, entirely distinct from the Jessup & 
Moore Paper Company, and that their cffices hereafter would 
be in the Quaker City National Bank building, Chestnut street, 
above Seventh street. Today President William H. Sharp, of 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company, made the following statement: 

“The Kenmore and Radnor mills are now being operated by 
the Kenmore Pulp and Paper Company, a corporation which had 
an entirely separate existence from the Jessup & Moore Paper 
Company. Its officers are: Charles S. Hinchman, president; W. 
B. Heebner, vice president, and W. H. Clark, secretary and treas- 
urer. Rumors concerning the association of the mills and the 
bank are unfounded. The office of the mills is in the Quaker 
City Bank building because the gentlemen interested in the pro- 
ject are directors of the bank.” 

The Kenmore mill is the old Singerly paper mill, and it is lo- 
cated at Providence, Md. The Radnor mill is at Singerly, Md., 
and is the old Singerly pulp mill. The Kenmore mill will continue 
to make about 30 tons daily of writing and colored papers, and 
specialties as book papers, and the Radnor mill will make pulp. 
As under the Jessup & Moore management the two mills will deal 
more directly with the jobbing trade. The remaining Jessup & 
Moore mills will continue to deal more particularly with the con- 
sumer.

No Change in Strike Situation at Hamilton, Ohio. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 21, 1908.—The only change in the strike 
situation at Hamilton, where the employees of the Champion 
Coated Paper Company walked out, was a resort to injunction 
against the strikers in the Butler County courts. 

Judge L. N. Owen arid Joseph Bishop, members of the State 
3oard of Arbitration, and J. T. Carey, president of the Interna- 
tional Union of Paper Makers, returned to Hamilton again and 
held a conference with the mayor of the city in the hope of reach- 
ing a settlement of the so called trouble. The number “out” was 
reported at 219, some of whom are among the most skilled men, it 
is said. 

Later it was found necessary on the part of the company to apply 
for an injunction against the strikers. This action occurred Friday 
night last, and was followed by granting a temporary order. 

The defendants include J, T. Carey, who is conducting the strike; 
the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, Local No. 49; 
President Frank Menchen and all officers of the Hamilton union; 
Andrew Miller and eight other employees. The application will 
be considered next Wednesday. 

The complaint alleges that the strike pickets are using force and 
violence on the employees and are constantly abusing and insulting 
the men. The application asks that the men may be restrained 
from interfering with the employees of the paper company, and 
the court is requested to enjoin the strikers from harassing those 
who are now at work. It is requested that the strikers be en- 
joined, also, from attempting to persuade the workmen to violate 
their contracts of employment. M. V.

. Only Slight Freight Rate Reduction on Pulp Wood. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

“AppLeton, Wis., January 20, 1908—Mention was made in this 
correspondence last week of the fact that the State Railroad Com- 
mission had rendered a decision in the matter of the application of 
the pulp wood interests for a lower freight rate on pulp wood, and 
that the decision was in favor ot the pulp wood interests, but to what 
exact extent was not then known. Since writing at that time the 
terms of the decision have been received. While it makes reduc- 
tions in the rates permitted the railroads to charge for transporting 
pulp wood, the reductions are not as large as was at first under 
stood. In fact the net result, as well as can be ascertained at 
present, is very disappointing. 

Rates on pulp wood from some localities are lowered and from 
others raised. The average of all amounts to a reduction of one 
and twenty-seven one-hundredth cents per hundred pounds. Just 
how this will work out in the practical transportation of the wood, 
however, is a different matter, as it will depend upon whether the 
bulk of the wood is brought from localities where the rate has been 
lowered, left stationary or raised. From such estimates as have so 
far been made it is believed that the actual result to the pulp wood 
interests will be a lowering of the rate by an average of something 
less than three-quarters of a cent per 100 pounds. It will readily 
be understood that such a small reduction as this in the rate is not 
at all what the pulp wood people expected or what they think the 
are entitled to. Whether or not any further steps will be taken 1: 
the matter has not been decided. It is possible to appeal from th 
commission to the courts if parties are dissatisfied; but whether o 
not it will be done in this case, as before stated, is not at preset 
known. Fox River

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THE BUSINESS REVIVAL MANIFEST. 


The Reports This Week Indicate a General Resumption of Busi- 
ness in Nearly All Consuming Lines—Most Mills Starting Up 
Again—Prices Held Firm—The Outlook Encouraging. 


The general trade situation in New York was almost a repeti- 
tion of that of last week. Recovery continues slow, but sentiment 
in both the manufacturing and jobbing branches of the business is 
growing stronger with each succeeding week. The mill men and 
dealers look forward to a more active demand for spring consump- 
tion. Stocks with the distributing trade generally are quite low, 
and this has given the manufacturers considerable encouragement 
regarding the future prospects for a good demand on all grades of 
paper. Despite reports to the contrary there is evidence a-plenty 
that a good average movement exists covering the usual require- 
ments of consumers. The only difference to be noted is that con- 
sumers are not providing for their future needs as in the past; but 
this is easily traceable to the general upheaval in the finangial 
world, which caused a general contraction in all lines of trade dur- 
ing the last few months. According to the most reliable reports 
from the chief business centres of the country these conditions are 
rapidly disappearing, and all commercial lines are speedily return- 
ing to a more normal activity. As in all other lines, the monetary 
situation has been of more concern to the paper trade than any 
other development incident to the general business depression. The 
jobbing trade was favored with a better inquiry during the week, 
and while the new business originating from this source reflected 
the smaller buying movement prevalent among small dealers and 
large consumers, still the inquiries showed that buyers were in- 
clined to purchase supplies in a more liberal fashion. The in- 
quiries received by the manufacturers displayed a similar feeling on 
the part of their customers. The fact that the mills are not op- 
erating full has given the dealers a chance to place only such 
orders as they require from time to time, with the assurance of 
quick delivery instead of anticipating their requirements ‘way in 
advance, as was the case some mbnths ago, when the mills were 
swamped with business. The manufacturers of wrapping papers 
met in New York last week and reaffirmed present prices. Manila 
and fibre papers as a result of the manufacturers’ action took on 
added strength, and the undercurrent of doubt as to whether 
prices would hold was completely dispelled. Book papers for the 
same reason showed up well. News paper continues to move in 
good volume, with prices reflecting their usual degree of firmness. 
Tissue paper is the only grade to display any weakness in quota- 
tions. The other grades maintain the same strength in regard to 
values as previously, 


All Holyoke Mills Running—Depression Over. 


Western Massachusetts Office, 
Tue Paper Trape Journat, 
Horyoke, Mass., January 20, 1908. 


There are unmistakable signs this week of considerable impor- 
tance in the paper trade of western Massachusetts, and it is be- 
lieved that for a time at least trade has so improved that all the 
mills are feeling the benefit of it. A statement was issued by the 
American Writing Paper Company on last Saturday that all of its 
divisions would be running the current week. It was also stated 
that the volume of orders received by the company is slowly in- 
creasing. This is believed to be the general condition in all of 
the plants in this city. The first time that the plants of the Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company felt the depression to such an extent 
that a shutdown was deemed advisable was on November to last, 
and since that date there has been more or less depression in all 
of the paper mills in this city, and the present week is the first to 
witness a revival in trade sufficient to warrant all mills to operate. 
It is generally believed that business will be much better the coming 


month than it has been for some weeks, but unless there is a de- 
cided change in sentiment soon the volume of business handled 
the current year will not equal that of 1907. 

In Lee business is reported as being materially increased, and 
there has been a welcome gain in the number of orders handled 
the last few days. All of the mills of the Smith Paper Company 
have resumed operations on full time after a dull period, which 
was made to answer the purpose for making a considerable num- 
ber of needed repairs on the plants. The machinery is now in 
good shape for another period of prosperity, which the owners 
hope is at hand. 

A prominent manufacturer reported today the statement made 
before in these columns that in his opinion trade would be some- 
what lighter this year than last, owing to the fact that many of 
the manufacturers “would have to go a-chasing votes instead of 
orders.” It is generally expected that trade will be somewhat duller 
during the summer and fall than the average year, but there is a 
prevailing belief that the spring trade will be much improved over 
present conditions, and nearly, if not quite, as good as the average 
business during the spring months. 

The mills in this section outside of the American Writing Paper 
Company have had a general increase in business also, and the 
heads of the various departments in the several mills state that 
there is approximately 15 or 20 per cent. more business in all the 
mills this week than a month ago, and that reports from men on 
the road, large consumers and jobbers indicate plainly a marked 
increase in the demand for paper. 

The statement is made that the outlook for more and better 
orders during the remainder of the season is better than it has 
been at any time since the depression began. 

The belief is expressed that the mills will be able to run all 
departments till the usual summer dullness at least. Statements 
are also all made by well known manufacturers that owing to the 
continued high prices charged for every article that enters into 
the manufacture of paper it would not be surprising if a slight 
increase in the price of some grades of paper were considered, in 
that the cost of production is somewhat increased in times of de- 
pression like the present. FERRY 


Business in Chicago About Normal.

Trade among the paper houses is again taking on a normal tone. 
While there is some increase in the general run of orders, the 
inquiries are now coming in bunches, and it is predicted that by 
the end of next month business will be back again on a good 
times basis. The resumption of currency payments by the banks 
has had something to do with the restoration of confidence in the 
future. 

Orders, while numerous, are showing the prevailing tendency 
toward caution, Smaller orders are now the rule, and will be the 
rule for some time, except where regular business absorbs large 
lots all at once. Mill orders are said to be slow. While a good 
many of the Wisconsin mills have reopened, and are again running, 
quite a number still remain shut down. 

The situation, as voiced by a Chicago jobber, is that “business

Paper stock houses are feeling the effects of slow business at 
the mills, but prices remain comparatively firm nevertheless. 

Reports from the north give so far little promise of relief in 
the pulp wood situation. There has not been much snow and the 
temperature has averaged mild, so that logging operations on a 
large scale in some sections are well nigh impossible. M.

The Revival Has Begun in Boston. 
Eastern Office Tue Parer Trave Journat, 
Arco Building, 127 Federal Street, 
Boston, January 21, 1908. 

Reports concerning business since the Christmas holidays have 
not been so cheerful as they are this week. While the jobbing dis- 
tribution of paper for some weeks past has been somewhat lim- 
ited because of the unfavorable business conditions then prevailing, 
a change for the better has come to notice during the past week. 
Some days of last week brought to hand a demand for paper that 
kept city jobbers pretty busy, and this week opens up most encour- 
agingly. Orders are not heavy, but they are numerous and the 
demand calls for all grades of paper. This improved call foi 
paper coming from various directions gives evidence of a return 
to normal condtions and encourages jobbers to think that the end 
of the temporary depression of the past few weeks has been 
reached. It is in evidence that consumers’ stocks are very low, and 
that their orders restricted to their immediate wants 
and needs because of the monetary situation, but now that banking 
conditions are improving buyers needing paper are more inclined 
to place their orders, knowing that they can meet their monthly 
bills without too much inconvenience. Another evidence of im- 
provement is noticed in the starting up of a number of New Eng- 
land mills this week that have been down for some days for the 
want of orders. If the coming week shows the same volume of 
new business as has developed during the past seven days, manu- 
facturers and dealers will have occasion to feel quite cheerful.

Trade in Toronto Settling Down to Normal Basis. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, January 20, 1908.—Business seems to be rap- 
idly settling itself on a new basis somewhat lower than the old, but 
upon that basis there is now the usual activity. In many lines, in 
fact, the volume continues to be upward as compared with 1907. 

Lower prices in the lumber industry have curtailed production in 
some cases as much as 50 per cent., and wages have fallen off ac- 
cordingly. Throughout the country conditions continue favorable 
for a rapid recovery from the effects of the stringency of last fall. 
Freedom from snow in western Canada has enabled the ranchers 
to keep their cattle in better condition, and the railways have been 
able to move grain and fuel without delay. Throughout the prairie 
provinces business varies with the crop of particular districts. 
Some districts had unusually good crops and are benefited by the 
high prices, while others have but little grain to market. Farm 
values continue strong, but town real estate, which was much in- 
flated a year ago, has sunk to a normal level. This is particularly 
true of lots on the outskirts, the chief value of which was derived 
from the belief that each town was immediately about to develop 
into a great city. Collections in each case vary with the crops, but 
on the whole are better than was expected last fall. 

In the paper trade, while prices are nominally unchanged, it is 
with difficulty that in some lines they are kept from sagging. 
Pulp that was canceled by United States mills was in some cases 
sold to Canadian mills at a cut, and the paper maker, having 
cheaper raw material, has been inclined to make sales at lower 
figures to keep his mill going, hoping that when he has again to 
pay the ordinary price for pulp he may be able to get back his old 
price for paper. Because of this no one wants to make any con- 
tracts, and a contract for six months would be as long a period as 
any manufacturer would make.

A Quiet, Steady Gain in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, January 21, 1908.—Though the market continues 
quiet there is just enough of a steady gain to put the trade in a 
happy frame of mind. Everyone is sure that it is only a question 
of time when recovery will be complete. No now looks 
toward the future fearfully, although some are chafing a little that 
the movement toward better things is not more rapid. But the 
more philosophical see in the quiet, steady gain, free from fever- 
ish activity, the soundest and safest road. 

The consumers are all buying just as little as they can. But 
there is no quibbling over prices, and no cases of price slashing 
have been reported. Most of the mills, except, perhaps, the manila 
ones, are hunting orders, but they are not giving any special 
inducements in the way of price concessions. Their policy seems 
rather to continue closed down than to cut prices or by continuing 
active to risk overproduction.

A Little Improvement This Week in Fox Valley.

AppLeton, Wis., January 20, 1908.—In response to inquiries this 
week as to the condition of the paper business replies are received 
indicating that the expected improvement has not materialized to 
any great extent as yet. The best that can be said is that business 
has perhaps improved a very little during the week past. There 
is not, however, business enough to keep the mills running, and 
they are pursuing the policy of the last two months in running 
when they have orders, and shutting down afterward to wait for 
another accumulation. It seems evident that the revival of activ- 
ity is not going to come as soon as was hoped a month ago, Job- 
bers say as a rule that their trade is picking up a little all the time, 
but they still have. a good deal of paper on hand, which it will take 
them some time to get rid of. This is the first dull season in his- 
tory when the mills were not looking for orders. No soliciting is 
going on whatever. Any orders that come in are being filled, but 
jobbers are not being urged to buy and no inducements of a special 
character are made. It is realized that the best thing for the mar- 
ket is to leave it alone, Fox RIver. 


Expect a Rush of Orders in the Miami.

Dayton, Ohio, January 21, 1908.—Reports of improved trade 
conditions are coming in every day. It is noteworthy that paper 
tradesmen who are usually the last to feel the effect of dull trade 
or a financial spasm are now, according to information given out 
by mill men themselves and from other sources, among the first 
to recuperate. ; ° 

In Middletown one or two of the largest paper mills resumed, 
while in Franklin there were two mill resumptions and one other 
factory started up. It is a source of great satisfaction to the vil- 
lagers of West Carrollton to know that this plant will be steadily 
operated, as far as known. A two or three weeks’ shutdown was 
alone needed to show the mill workers what a serious situation 
would prevail should they be out of work. 

A fair demand for most all grades was reported this week, with 
the prospect of brighter business. The greatest call was for en- 
velopes, coated papers, wrappings and news. Mill machinery men 
report conditions as improving somewhat, though far from rushing, 
but inquiries indicate there will be a grand rush some of these 
days, and it is figured that the firms with the product on hand will 
have a mighty big advantage.

The Government will probably not be able at the present session 
to introduce legislation on this matter, but will appoint a commis- 
sion to look into the whole case of forest preservation and its 
bearing on the conservation of water supply so proper legislation 
can be enacted later.

The Smith Paper Company's mills at Lee, Mass., are now on full 
time again. Several of them have been partly shut down recently 
for general repairs. 

Owing to a rapid increase in new business the mill of the 
Hartford City Paper Company at Hartford City, Ind., is now 
on full time again after having been on reduced time for the past 
month. 

The American Writing Paper Company announced last week that 
all of its mills would probably be put in operation again this 
week. During the past two months from six to twelve of its 
divisions in and around Holyoke have been down. 

The mil of the Union Bag and Paper Paper Company at 
Kaukauna, Wis., resumed operations last week, after being shut 
down for about a month. The mill has sufficient orders on hand 
to keep it running full for some time. The bag factory of the 
company at Sandy Hill, N. Y., is now in operation, a large number 
of machines having been started last week. Thé mills of the com- 
pany’s Allen division also started last week. The Fenimore mill 
and mill No, 5 are to resume operations this week. 


Much interest is- being taken in the Fox River Valley and 
throughout Wisconsin generally in the prospect of candidates for 
the United States Senatorship at the conclusion of the term of Isaac 
Stephenson, the Marinette paper manufacturer, who was elected to 
fill the unexpired term of John C. Spooner, resigned. It is not known 
whether Mr. Stephenson will be a candidate for re-election or not

whose home is in Neenah, Wis., is spoken of as a likely candidate, 
though he has not as yet defined his position.

Cannon Shots on the Tariff Question. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., January 20, 1908—Any publisher who has 
cherished a hope that Speaker Cannon would assist in having the 
tariff’ duty removed from wood pulp or white paper may disfniss 
that hope at the earliest convenient opportunity. The Speaker will 
do nothing of the kind, and the Speaker will see that the Ways and 
Means Committee does nothing at all. 

Speaker Cannon puts the responsibility for his refusal on the 
Senate. “If,” says he, “anybody can guarantee to me that the Sen- 
ate will give unanimous consent to take up this item alone, and 
pass it withott opening up the whole subject of tariff revision, I 
will see.that the House passes the bill.” 

That is not what the Speaker said for publication. He did not 
say anwhing for publication, except that the matter had been re- 
ferred to the Ways and Means Committee, and was therefore not 
an appropriate subject for an interview. So his real opinions were 
conveyed through his secretary, Mr. Busbey. But, as the readers 
are entitled to real and not formal opinions, and, as that is what 











your correspondent told the secretary and the Speaker, the real 
sentiments are set out as above. 

There is no doubt that Speaker Cannon is quite right in his 
assertion that unanimous consent is not possible in the Senate on 
the subject of removing the duty from white paper. In that body 
of noted trust defenders the paper trust would find at least one 
voice. And one would do as well as twelve. 

So there you are. Opinions may differ as to the political or 
economic wisdom of precipitating a tariff agitation at the present 
time. Cannon does not think it would be wise. He feels strongly 
that it would be unwise. Nor does he propose to permit one to 
be started. 

Of course there is no chance to start a bill for amending the 
tariff in the Senate because the Constitution provides that all leg- 
islation affecting revenues must originate with the House. And 
in the House they must originate with the Ways and Means 
Committee; and in the Ways and Means Committee they must— 
in -point of fact—originate with the Speaker. So there you are; 
back again to your Uncle Joe. Unless the Senate will give unani- 
mous consent—which the Senate will do when Harriman votes for 
Roosevelt—Cannon will not originate a bill to put paper on the 
free list. 

So the publishers may make the most of it. 


The New Packer Open Side Pulp Screen. 


Several novel features of the new open side pulp screen, made 
by the Sandy Hill Iron and Brass Works, are described and il- 
lustrated in a bulletin just issued by the company, one of a series 
on “Paper and Pulp Machinery” which, it is announced, will be is- 
sued weekly during the winter and spring. The Packer screen has 
been well known for many years. A number of improvements 
have been made by the company, and in this bulletin the screen is 
styled “The New Packer.” 
ture: 

“The flow box is connected with the screen frame in such a man- 
ner as to form a very deep seal in the discharge, so that it is im- 
possible for the screen to suck any stock back from the flow box. 
This insures a perfect, even flow of stock, We determined upon 
this after experimenting several weeks in our shop, screening stock 
with a deep and shallow seal in the discharge. We discovered 
that with a shallow seal the stock in the flow box was violently 
agitated, showing that there was a loss of suction by the sucking 
back and forth of the stock from the flow box into the suction 
chambers. With the deep seal, however; the stock flowed in a 
steady stream over the dam of the flow box, thus demonstrating 
that all of the suction of the diaphragms was being exerted on 
the screen plates. 


The bulletin thus describes one fea- 


By the arrangement of the discharge this screen 
can be used for different kinds of stock on each two plates by put- 
ting partitions in the vat and flow box. 
by iron brackets, thus avoiding any tendency to sag on account of 
the heavy load which comes on the flow box when it is filled with 
stock. The dam of the flow box can be lifted out without any 
trouble when it is found necessary to clean the flow box. No iron 
comes in contact with stock at any point, which makes the dis- 
coloration of stock by rust an impossibility.” 

Mention is also made of the fact that a new device permits of 
the quick removal of box caps and bumper blocks, so that the cam 
shot may be taken out without any trouble. The manner of clamp- 
ing the screen vat to the frame underneath is also an improvement. 
The clamping bolts are made with joints near the lower ends, and 
the irons on top of the screen vat are slotted so that by loosen- 
ing the nuts the bolts can be moved away from the vat, which is 
thus readily raised for cleaning without taking out the bolts.

The Publishers Are Said to Be Back of the Resolutions That 
Are Being Passed by Printers’ Unions Calling for the 
Repeal of the Duties on Paper and Pulp. 


[he union printers have passed resolutions denouncing the “com- 
hination which produces an artificial scarcity of news print paper.” 
Whether they fear that there will be a scarcity of paper or are 
acting from a sense of favors that may be forthcoming from the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association remains to be seen. 
As previously noted in THe Paper Trapve JourNAL, the joint con- 
ference board of the printing industries, composed of representa- 
tives of the International Typographical Union, International Print- 
ing Pressmen and Assistants’ Union, International Stereotypers’ 
and Electrotypers’ Union, International Photo-Engravers’ Union 
and the International Brotherhood of Bookbinders, passed the fol- 
lowing resolutions at its annual meeting in December: 

Whereas, We, the workers employed in the various departm*nts 
of newspaper and commercial printing offices throughout the 
United States, i, e., compositors, pressmen, stereotypers and electro- 
typers, photo-engravers and bookbinders, to the number of over 
100,000, feel that any combination which produces an artificial 
scarcity of news print paper, and which unduly stimulates the 
price of product, is an oppression that affects alike the employee 
as well as the employer; and

Whereas, The almost prohibitive and ruinous price of such 


paper has curtailed to an alarming extent the number of workers 
employed in the printing industry, and has further acted as a pre- 
ventive to the printing trades artisans from securing higher com- 
pensation for their services, to which they are justly entitled; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That this joint conference board, in session at In- 
Ind., 1907, submit a memorial to the 
President of the United States and the Congress, and appeal for 
the abolition of the duty on white paper, wood pulp and the ma- 
terials which are used in the manufacture thereof.

These resolutions as passed by the conference board do not 
amount to much except that they show that the monkey has induced 
the cat to try to get the chestnuts out of the fire. So far as the 
paper trade is concerned they could be safely disregarded, were it 
not for the fact that they will be used as the basis for a propaganda 
in favor of the removal of the tariff on paper. The resolutions

wiped out. 

On Thursday last 200 of the smaller paper stock and rag dealers 
met in the office of Evan G. Badger to take steps for their protec- 
tion. President Jefferson I. Lenhart, of the Paper Stock Dealers’ 
Association, assured the little fellows of the willingness of the job- 
bers to stand behind them. It was then determined to form a per- 
manent protective organization. From a well known law firm, re- 
tained as counsel, assurance has been given that the old law will 
not stand the test, being defective in title and in body. The firm 


was engaged to hold itself in readiness to defend any dealer ar- 
rested under its provisions. A test case was sought, but thus far 
the police have not made a single arrest. The supply of paper 
stock to the jobbers was for a time threatened because the little 
fellows were afraid to do business; but after this meeting they 
again became active, and better supplies are now coming in. Mr. 
Lenhart is president of the protective association, William L. Sim- 
mons secretary and Evan G,. Badger treasurer. 

The Paper Trade Association met on Thursday afternoon, and 
action was taken upon a number of questions affecting the interests 
of all. The subject matter, however, is one for which publicity is 
not advisable at this time. Those present declared, however, that 
the meeting was entirely satisfactory.

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COUNTERVAILING DUTY UP AGAIN. 


A Number of Important Protest Cases Were Overruled Last 
Week by the General Board of Appraisers—No Evidence 
to Show Where the Wood Was Cut—The Decision. 


The protests were entered by W. H. Allison, of Detroit, Mich., 
against the assessment of a countervailing duty of 25 cents per cord 
of pulp wood used in the manufacture of the pulp in question, in 
addition to the regular duty as provided for in the tariff. The 
greater part of the pulp was exported by the Thorold Pulp Com- 
pany, Ltd., Thorold, Ont., and the Riordon Paper Mills, Ltd., 
Merritton, Ont. 

The main point in the decision of the board centres in the ques- 
tion as to whether the pulp wood used in the manufacture of the 
pulp imported was cut on either private or Crown lands in the 
Province of Ontario or in the Dominion of Canada.- Because the 
testimony of the importer on this question was not of a specific na- 
ture the protests were all overruled. 

The decision of Judge Somerville follows : '. 

“The importations covered by these various protests consist of 
wood pulp shown by the record to have been exported in most cases 
by the Thorold Pulp Company, Ltd., and the Riordon Paper Mills, 
Ltd., of Ontario, Canada. Duty was assessed on the merchandise 
at the regular rates provided in paragraph 393 of the Tariff Act 
of 1897, and in addition thereto there was assessed the further duty 
of 25 cents per cord of pulp wood used in the manufacture of 
the wood pulp in question. The importer protests against the coun- 
tervailing duty. 

“The protests are submitted on the record without the introduc- 
tion of any testimony tending to show that the wood was manufac- 
tured from wood cut in the Province of Ontario or was manufac- 
tured wholly or in part of pulp wood cut on private lands as dis- 
tinguished from Crown lands. In some of the protests there is 
nothing to show where the wood was cut, except notations on the 
face of certain of the invoices to the effect that it was cut in 
Ontario. The protests are all overruled and the decision of the Col- 
lector affirmed in each instance. 

In the case of protest 261,471 the invoice sets forth the percent- 
age of wood alleged to have been cut from private lands; again, 
while some of the invoices are sworn to there is nothing to show 
how or where the person swearing to the origin of the wood ob- 
tained his information. Further, in the case of protest 54,1078 it 
was submitted on some evidence taken before the board in 1902; 
but upon examination it is found that such testimony related only 
to wood pulp manufactured by the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper 
Company, and therefore can have no bearing on this case. 

“In the case of some of the other invoices, they do not even pur- 
port to show where the wood was cut, and in the case of protest 
108,071 it is not even shown who shipped the merchandise. In our 
judgment the importers have certainly failed to establish by an 
affirmative proof that the wood pulp in question was manufactured 
from wood cut in the Province of Ontario or that any definite por- 
tion of the wood pulp was manufactured from wood cut on private 
lands in the Dominion of Canada.” .

A Paper House With an Underground Connection. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, January 20, 1907.—The Paper Mills Company, whose 
building is on Fifth avenue just below Van Buren street, will be, 
it is said, the first wholesale paper house to be connected with the 
main bore of the Illinois Tunnel Company. The work is now in 
progress, and will be completed soon, when tunnel cars will be 
run into the company’s basement from all the principal freight 
terminals, as conditions require. M. 


The Champion Fibre Company’s New Mill. 


A brief description of the mammoth plant of the Champion Fibre 
Company, a subsidiary of the Champion Coated Paper Company, 
of Hamilton, Ohio, now nearing completion at Canton, N. C., gives 
an idea of the magnitude of the enterprise. 

The plant comprises thirty-six concrete, steel and brick build- 
ings, and represents an expenditure of $2,000,000. It will have a 
capacity of 250 tons of fibre per day, all of which will go to 
furnish the mills of the Champion Coated Paper Company. Forty 
thousand acres of timber lands, upon the high ridges and mountains 
of which are vast tracts of a species of timber similar to the spruce 
of northern Maine, Michigan and Wisconsin, have been acquired 
by the company. 

Some of the buildings are of gigantic size, and the group make 
up one of the largest wood pulp plants in the United States, if 
not in the world. The boiler house is 72x184 feet, two stories 
high, with brick walls, re-enforced concrete floors and concrete 
roof on steel trusses. It contains a Berquist coal bunker of 
10,000 ton capacity and ten batteries of Heine boilers, 632 horse 
power each. 

The generator room is 144x63 feet and 53x37 feet, two stories 
high, in the construction of the ground floor of which over 1,500 
cubic feet of solid concrete masonry was used. The sulphite di- 
gester building is 118x33x122 feet, contains several stories, and the 
sulphite blow tank building is 46x118, being one story and of mill 
construction, the apparatus in the interior being supported by 
heavy steel construction. The reclaiming room, containing a bat- 
tery of twelve bleaching cells, liquor tanks and five 72 inch by 18 
feet boilers and five rotary furnaces, is 96x120 feet. 

The cauterizing room is 108x74 feet, two stories high, and the 
chemical storage room is the same height in part and three stories 
high in another portion. The building containing the soda blow 
tank and washing room is 58x146 feet, two stories high, being re- 
enforced with concrete foundations, walls and piers. The blow 
tank has a capacity of 6,568 cubic feet. The soda digester building 
is of brick, 146 feet long and 54 feet wide. It is 122 feet high, or 
about the height of a twelve story structure. The walls of the 
bleach making building, which is 85x37 feet and three stories high, 
are heavily waterproofed. The buildings containing the beater 
room and the machine room are two stories high, the former 
78x140 feet and the latter 164x228 feet. Three buildings, one 163 
feet long by 56 feet wide, another 155x86 feet, and another 111x177 
feet, contain the filtering plant, the pulp bleaching room and the 
pulp storage. 

The acid plant embraces five steel and concrete buildings and 
the extract department eight, the smallest of which is 40x80 feet 
wide, and ranging from that up 86 feet wide and 258 feet long. 
Besides these there are some twenty odd additional buildings of 
various sizes used for all kinds of purposes, including power, re- 
pair, evaporation, drying, clarifying, etc. Each building which has 
to do with the shipping or receiving of material is tonnected di- 
rectly with trackage, there being about a mile and a half of track 
trestle, and about the same surface trackage. More than 4,000 car- 
loads of material have been received at the plant during the course 
of its construction. As already announced in THe Paper TRADE 
Journat, this big pulp mill started up January 13.

German Export Interests—South American Trade. 


Consul General Richard Guenther, of Frankfort, 
two following examples of the deep interest in Germany in the 


quotes the 
export trade: 

“A meeting of Frankfort exporters was recently held in the 
hall of the Chamber of Commerce for the purpose of organizing 
an ‘Association of the Exporters of Frankfort and Vicinity.’ 
Twenty-eight export firms formed the nucleus of the association 
at this first meeting; numerous others are expected to join. The 
object of this body is to provide for its members information on 
all matters pertaining to customs duties and transportation, li- 
censes, market conditions, exchange and credit ratings, etc., abroad. 
Similar associations already exist in Hamburg, Berlin, Leipzig and 
Nuremberg, and have proved good promoters of Germany’s export 
trade. 

“Before the ‘Frankfort Association 
Sievers, of the University of Giessen, recently lectured on “German 
Relations with South America.’ After giving a full description of 
the resources and present condition of that continent, he presented 
statistical tables of the commerce of South American States with 
other nations, also of the shipping lines, and specialized Germany's 
interest therein. He figured Germany's share in the foreign trade 
of South America at 16 per cent. of the whole, it having rapidly 
increased during the last twelve years, especially in the Pampa 
States and in Bolivia. He computed the number of Germans set- 
tled in South America at 435,000 persons. 

“In the last of a series of lectures on this subject, Professer 
Sievers gave a review of the German interests in South America, 
describing in detail the commercial firms and industrial enterprises 
controlled by Germans, as also the value and extent of German 
capital, mines, plantations and ranches, railroads, banks, schools,

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The Government Offers Aid in Identifying Woods. 

It is doubtful if any of the laboratories maintained by the Gov 
ernment for scientific research are more unique in character, and 
yet bear promise of more important results, than one which has 
just been established in Washington by the United States Forest 
Service for investigating the structure of commercially important 
woods 

In an announcement calling attention to the laboratory and the 
offer of aid to users of wood in determining the species about 
which there may be any question the Forest Service. says that 
large users of wood will understand the significance of the pro 
posed investigation carried on in this laboratory, as in these days 
of growing scarcity of the more valuable woods there is serious 


kind in 


identification have in the last few years, in several instances, meant 


perplexity in identifying substitutes. Mistakes of this 


the loss of thousands of dollars, and many embarrassing lawsuits. 

Nearly any user of lumber can recognize and name offhand 
all the usual trees of the forest when he sees them growing, and 
not much difficulty is encountered in identifying the common kind 
of lumber in a mill yard because he knows the few trees from 
which the yard lumber comes. But common kinds are growing 
scarce, and woods not often cut heretofore are apppearing in the 


markets. The most experienced men are sometimes puzzled when 


they try to identify them, and persons with less experience have 
still more trouble. Is a certain wood gum or elm? Is another 
cucumber, linn or poplar? Is a stick sugar maple or red maple? 


Doubts may arise whether a piece is hemlock or spruce, or 
whether it is lodgepole pine or fir, or whether a shingle is.cypress 
or cedar. A dealer may buy red oak and suspect that he is getting 
something else. There are thirty or more important species of oak. 
The best lumber dealer might not know which is which in the 
lumber pile, or if he knows he might not know how to prove it 

Many of these wéods look alike, even to the trained eye of the 
millman or the builder, and yet they are widely different in value 
for certain purposes, and it is of the greatest importance to be 
able to distinguish them quickly and certainly. Again, a new wood 
may come to a man’s notice for the first time, and it may be 
necessary for him to decide what it is and what it is worth 

The Government has been helping individual lumber users for 
some time, but the facilities have not been near so complete as they 
are now. It is to meet such needs and answer such questions 
that the Forest Service has established the laboratory, and placed 
it in charge of a trained dendrologist 


Architects, lumbermen, 


manufacturers and makers of woodware are already sending in 


samples of wood for identification, and asking if there are not 
some structural characters by means of which such woods may be 
conveniently separated for relative species having greater or less 
value for some specific purpose. 

The laboratory will investigate in a practical way. The structure 
of the woods, sections lengtliwise and crosswise, will be studied 
so as to separate by structure alone the various species of a genus, 
Analytical keys to the trees of each group will be worked out 
These will be based on the arrangement and character of the 
pores discernible to the naked eye or by a hand lens.

The General Business Situation.

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BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


A Decrease in the Value of Imports for the Year Owing to the 
Home Demand in Other Countries—The General Business De- 
pression Resulted in Large Exports to England in December. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lonpon, England, January 14, 1908—Although there was a 
decrease in the value of the imports of paper, etc., into the United 
Kingdom during 1907 to the amount of £54,690, yet during the 
latter months of the year the foreigner was actively cultivating the 
British market. The imports for December, for instance, amount- 
ing to £521,755, show an increase of £46,677 compared with the 
corresponding month of the previous year. The actual value of 
last year’s imports stands at the high figure of £5,673,815, as 
against £5,728,508 in 1906. There is some satisfaction in recogniz- 
ing that the continuous and substantial advance during many years 
past has received a check, but it is feared that British paper 
makers cannot look for any permanent decline. 

The imports chiefly fall under the classification of unpginted 
paper, the year’s value being £3,917,954, £1,018,629 worth being 
“on reels” and £2,899,325 worth “not on reels.” The decline in the 
total value may be solely attributed to the lessened receipts of reel 
paper, the principal countries supplying this market with the in- 
crease or decrease indicated by a plus or minus sign are:

In unprinted paper not on reels it is evident that Continental 
countries do an extensive trade with the United Kingdom. It is 
necessary to bracket Germany, Netherlands and Belgium together, 
as the importers are classified according to port of shipment and 
not necessarily to country of origin. The loss sustained by Sweden 
on reel paper is more than covered by the increased value of her 
exports of unprinted not on reels. Norway in the latter class shows 
a small improvement, but a further loss is sustained by the United 
States. Continental countries are the chief suppliers of hangings 
and other printed or coated papers, last year’s value of the former 
being £167.990 and of the latter £453,303, increases of £12,251 and 
£5,466, respectively, compared with 1906. Straw boards were re- 
ceived to the value of £622,724, a comparative decline of £10,845, 
and mill and wood pulp boards to the amount of £511,844, an ad- 
vance of £17,333. 

Exports oF British Paper. 

Our exports of paper fall £3,331,301 below our imports, the total 
value for 1907 being £2,342,424, an increase of £278,608 compared 
with the previous year. The British paper maker is to be con- 
gratulated on the steady advance he is making in colonial and for- 
eign markets, and it would be still more encouraging if exports 
could be made to fall mofe in line with imports. During the past 





year there was a considerable increase in the shipments of writ 
ings, printings and envelopes, the principal markets being:

865, respectively—or together £236,880—compared with the previous 
year. British hangings were exported during 1907 to the value 
of £215,697, a small increase of £42 compared with 1906, and bags 
to amount: of £31,457, a decline of £2,513. Other descriptions of 
paper exported were of the value of £482,960, an advance of £44,190 
Of “other descriptions,” foreign countries took £235,067 worth and 
British possessions £247,902 worth, the former showing an increase 
of £37,546 and the latter £6,653 compared with the previous year

Canadian Forestry Association to Meet in Montreal. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTREAL, Que., January 21, 1908—The Canadian Forestry 
Association has decided to hold its annual meeting for the first 
time in its history in this city. The dates have been fixed for 
March 12 and 13 next. It is expected that this gathering will be 
the most important one in the history of the association. Among 
the prominent people to be present are His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General; the Premier of Canada, Sir Wilfred Laurier; the 
Hon. R. L. Borden, Archbishop Bruchisi, Mgr. Laflamme, and 
many other distinguished notables. It is thought that provincial 
fish and game clubs will also be represented. 

Among the papers to be read will be one by Dr. Knechtel, the 
well-known New York State forestry expert, who has .just ac- 
cepted the position of Chief of the Forestry Department of the 
Dominion Government, who is an authority on this work. 

The headquarters of the convention will be at the Windsor 
Hotel on Windsor Square. As usual with the Forestry Associa- 
tion, the main subjects under discussion will deal more particu- 
larly with the forestry interests of the province in which the con 
vention is held, so that there is no doubt a great deal of valuable 
material for those interested in the forest resources of Quebec will 
be brought out. The coming convention will be unique in the 
annals of the association, inasmuch as they will be bi-lingual 
Hitherto the work of,the association has always been done in 
English, but in recognition of the large French-Canadian interests 
in the forest products of this province the French-speaking people 
will be asked to attend, and when advisable carry on the discus 
sion in their own language. In addition to this, the official reports 
of the convention will be published in both French and English, 
and in this way it is hoped to secure a wider sphere of interest 
in this province than otherwise might be possible.

The Racquette River Paper Company, of Potsdam, N. Y., an 
Example of Steady Growth, in Which the Requirements of the 
Future Have Not Been Overlooked—Its Complete Equipment. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Porspam, N. Y., January 21, 1908—Among the paper making 
plants that have been making steady and healthy growth from 
year to year the Racquette River Paper Company, of this place, 
presents a fair example. Originally a one machine mill producing 
about 12 tons of paper per day and with no sulphite plant in con- 
nection, it has made uninterrupted progress, so that its average 
daily output for the past year has exceeded 30 tons of high grade 
wrappings and 40 tons of ground wood and sulphite pulp. Im- 
provements now in progress and nearing completion will bring the 
daily sulphite production to 40 tons per day and the ground wood 
product to 30 tons. ' 

The company owns the entire power of the Racquette River at 
its paper mill plant, and has greatly improved and increased the 
water power at this point by the construction of a steel and con- 
crete dam, bulkheads and flume. This dam has been built under 
the supervision and from the plans of the Ambursen Hydraulic 
Construction Company. It presents many novel features, but its 
most important points are that it saves all the water and is prac- 
tically indestructible. 

The new dam was built several hundred feet down stream from 
the old timber dam, giving greater fall and avlarger pond area. 
It is 21 feet high at the spillway and 325 feet in total length. 

Hitherto all the ground wood pulp for this plant has been made 
at the company’s Hewittville pulp mill, which is located one-half 
mile up the stream, where also the entire power of the river is 
controlled. It is now contemplated to install grinders at the main 
paper mill plant and grind a good share of the pulp needed right 
where it is to be used. 

The company has also constructed a concrete and steel machine 
shop 40x100 feet, conveniently located and equipped with modern 
lathes and tools to handle the varied work of a large mill plant. 

The Racquette River Paper Company is indentical in ownership 
with the A. Sherman Lumber Company, of Potsdam, whose large 
sawmills at this point and at Tupper Lake, N. Y., turn out a great 
qua 1tity of material which could be utilized for making sulphite 
pulp, but which has not heretofore been saved for that purpose. 
In planning to use this material it was decided to install at the 
Racquette River plant an additional digester, 15x45 feet, and to 
reconstruct and enlarge the wood preparing department with a 
special view to handling such material. The plans for all these 
changes and new buildings, which include also the entire recon- 
struction of the sulphite and acid plant in brick and steel, have 
been made by Eaton & Brownell, mill architects of Watertown, 
DB. ee 

The sulphite plant includes not only the digester and chip bin 
buildings, but also that part of the plant devoted to blowpit and 
wet room department. This plant was originally of ordinary wood 
construction, but is rapidly being transformed into a medern sub- 
stantial plant largely of brick and steel, and built with a view to 
permanence and durability. 

The company has some 85,000 acres of Adirondack timber lands 
on the Racquette River watershed. This if properly managed will 
afford ample supply of pulp wood for an indefinite time. A wood- 
lands department has been organized and economical methods of 
cutting inaugurated. No replanting has as yet been done, nor is it 
at present contemplated. A. B.C. 


Roosevelt Advocates Appalachian Reserve. 
Artanta, Ga., January, 20, 1908.—President Ligon Johnson, of 
the Appalachian National Forest Association, today received a letter 
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from President Roosevelt warmly indorsing the work of the asso 
ciation relative to the preservation of the Appalachian forests 
The President's letter quotes from a speech he delivered at Raleigh, 
N. C., in October, 1905, and then says: 

“We know also that the forests are of the utmost importance to 
navigation on the streams to which they give rise. All the water 
which falls in the Southern Appalachians goes to the sea through 
navigable channels, which it has cost the Government over $30,000, 
000 to keep clear from sand, silt and gravel. This detritus is in 
creasing every year as the mountains are denuded of their covering, 
and the task of cleaning out the Southern streams grows heavier 
each year. Until we remove the cause by protecting the mountain 
forests from fire and reckless cutting we shall inevitably expend in 
creasing sums without permanent results.” 

The President adds that he said in his last message to Congress 
that the nation should acquire all the forest lands in the Appala 
chian and White Mountain regions that it was possible to purchase

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SCRAGGS’ DICTIONARY OF PAPER MAKING. 


The Guard Board Has Charms for Some Paper Makers, But 
Not for Those Who Know Its Antics—Its Kinds and Char- 
acteristics—The Elastic Word “‘Green” Defined. 


G—( Continued.) 

Guard Board.—The guard board on a paper making machine is 
a very simple and inoffensive looking object when seen perched 
on top of the top couch roll of the machine. Its edge, which may 
he composed of wood, rubber or jacket edge, rests upon the sur- 
face of the jacket felt of the top couch roll and prevents the 
water used to keep the jacket moist from circling the roll. It is 
also supposed to prevent a new jacket from “filling up,” and it is 
supposed to do a lot of other things which it does not do, but does 
things which it is not supposed to do. 


It is capable of producing one of the most vicious looking acci- 
dents that take place on a machine. This is when it “rips off” a 
jacket or becomes split in two itself while trying to do so. When 
a guard board, through its own or the machine man’s agency, takes 
a notion to strip the couch roll of its jacket there is trouble galore. 
To admit the truth, it must be stated that the machine man him- 
self is usually the responsible party when a jacket is torn from 
the couch rolls. Some machine men are of the opinion that the 
guard board is capable of overcoming many of the defects that 
are ever present in making paper. Should the paper look crushy 
they screw down the guard board; should it sticketo the first press 
they screw down the guard board; should the paper break often 
for no apparent reason, down goes the guard board. Their first, 
last and only love ona machine is a guard board. These men 
usually stick to their love until it rips off a jacket, and if there is 
anything that will make a man jump quick and feel as if he was 
being shot to pieces more than a guard board occupied in ripping 
off a jacket on a machine, Scraggs knows not of its existence. 
For instance, suppose you are a machine tender. You come “on 
tour” and find your paper has a crushy appearance in one par- 
ticular place; you are in love with the guard board, so you make 
for it, and when you get to it you gently turn the screw, which 
presses it hard against the jacket; you may hear a little squeak 
before the rip comes, but more often you hear nothing but the 
noise, which sounds more like the roar of a mad bull rather than 
of a jacket ripping off. Then you seen the torn and mutilated jacket 
pile up in front of the guard board, and it is a terrible sight, for 
you know the jacket cost good money and that it is a big and dis- 
agreeable job putting one on. And then there is the wire; if the 
sight of the jacket piling up before the guard board does not leave 
you motionless you make a spring for the lever, which will stop 
the whole outfit, and when this is done all your wind is gone and 
you sit down for five minutes, or until such time as you can prop- 
erly express the sentiments that fill your whirling brain, and then 
you explode; you call the guard board a —— —— —— —— clumsy, 
ill fitting apology for a guard board, and you swear by the great 
Ge-ho-So-fat that the jacket was made of rotten material; and 
then you probably discover the wire so badly jammed by the acci 
dent that it is useless, and you again lose power of speech and 
do some pretty hard brain work before it strike you that it is 
more sensible to send for the “crew” to put on a wire and jacket, 
and forevermore you do not trust the simple and inoffensive look- 
ing object that is known by the name of guard board. Many 
machine men have had the experience as just described, and to 
see a man who has been through it once “putting down” or ad- 
justing a guard board is a sight well worth witnessing. No 
jeweler adjusting the regulating pin of a watch could be more 
careful, for there is in the mind of the man a recollection of what 
‘happened before.” 

The position, edge and adjustment of the guard board has much 


lo with its fulfillment of what it is supposed to accomplish.

Being set too far back on the roll, thereby allowing it to obtain a 
severe grip on the jacket, is detrimental to the jacket and shortens 
its life very much. Experience alone will determine the position 
most beneficial to the jacket. Several materials have been experi- 
mented with in an effort to secure one that would not wear the 
jacket cover; wood seems to be the most satisfactory and is quite 
largely in use. The pneumatic guard board is in use on, some ma 
chines and is capable of causing the unexpected in more ways than 
one. Scraggs well remembers his first experience with a “noo- 
matick” board, as Jim Hogan called it. Jim was boss machine 
tender in a mill where the “noo-matick” had been in use two 
weeks. They were long rubber tubes with air chambers. The air 
was pumped into them by means of a bicycle pump, and as Jim 
was boss he was also operator of a bicycle pump. The “noo- 
matick” tube on Scraggs’ guard board became soft, so Scraggs 
requested Jim to “blow her up.” Jim went to the stock room and 
got his bicycle pump. He hitched it to the nipple of the “noo- 
matick” and began to pump the air into it for all he was worth. 
Scraggs stood by, with his fingers on the tube, to feel the effect 
of Jim’s efforts. Jim was pumping about two minutes when 
he inquired of Scraggs: “Is she gitten tight?” Scraggs did not 
think so, so Jim continued pumping until he-became a little tired, 
when he again wanted to know if it was not enough. Scraggs 
thought it would stand a little more, for he wanted it hard. “Well, 
I'll give her five or six more and let it go at that,” said Jim. He 
gave it just three, and there came a report as loud as could be 
made by a fair sized cannon, and both Jim and Scraggs sat on the 
floor, not knowing whether they were shot or “stung.” They were 
“stung.” The tube had burst, and from that time on Jim and 
Scraggs had very little use for “noo-matick” guard boards. 

The adjusting screws of the guard board have been many. From 
the board operated by weights to the one with carriage springs, 
they have all their good points and also defects. The board 
equipped with adjusting screws, every foot apart, appeals very 
strongly to most paper makers, for with this it is possible to prop- 
erly adjust the board without disturbing the parts which fit the 
jacket properly. 

Very often machine men fail to figure the effect of couch roll 
weights upon the guard board. On the ordinary machine the couch 
arm is so connected with the guard board that every extra weight 
placed upon the couch lever has an effect on the position of the 
board. Very often guard boards are run down much harder than 
is really necessary, and consequently the life of jackets is con- 
siderably shortened. 

Green—A word which is very significant in paper making. A 
man is called green when he comes from Ireland, A man or a 
“beginner” in a paper mill is called green, no matter where he 
hails from, and everyone in the mill seems delighted and anxious 
to show him just how green he really is. Should he start work on 
the machine they tell him to tell the machine tender to turn the 
dandy inside out, or to turn the wire inside out. The machine tender 
sends him for a left handed monkey wrench. Should he fall asleep 
at night they paint his face beautifully with brilliant green 
color. Should he begin work on the beating engine they let him 
do all the work before the green wears off, and so the green man 
is treated until he becomes “wise,” and then he takes a hand in 
breaking in the next greenie. At some time or other everyone 
was once green, from the manufacturer who bought a 7o inch 
wire for a 96 inch machine to the pulp digger who dug six times 
as many cars of rags the first three days of paper making as he 
did in the following three weeks.

Reported Swedish Fine Paper Trust. 

According to Swedish reports it is proposed to form a combina- 
tion of manufacturers of fine paper, with a view to stopping the 
keen competition now existing between makers in that line. 

Transvaal Paper Imports. 

A French consular report shows the Transvaal imports for 1906 
as being about $1,000,000, 60 per cent. of which represented print- 
ing paper. More than one-half of the total imports were for the 
city of Johannesburg. 

Sulphur Reduction Displeases European Refiners. 

Advices from Catania are to the effect that the European re- 
finers who made large purchases a short time ago from the sul- 
phur trust are much displeased at the reduction of equal to $2 
per ton just made by that combination. 

Higher Cost of Producing Norwegian Pulp. 

Reports from the Drammen pulp mills are to the effect that their 
contracts for the present winter’s purchases of wood are at much 
higher prices than were current a year ago. The advance is said 
to represent equal to 84 cents per ton for wet mechanical pulp 
and almost $2.50 per ton for dry cellulose. 


Waste Paper Receptacles in Paris. 

Paris reports state that one of the municipal councillors has 
secured the adoption of a plan for large baskets being placed in 
the principal streets into which the public is reguested to throw 
old newspapers and other printed matter. The fact that the coun- 
cillor in question is largely interested in the paper trade has led 
to some curiosity being expressed as to what will become of 
the waste paper thus collected. 


Finnish Export Statistics. 

Comparative statistics of Finnish exports affecting the paper 
industry show that the bulk of the pulp shipped consists of ground 
wood. Out of a total of 42,774 tons of that class only 10,990 went 
to Russia. Of chemical pulp Russia only took 1,053 tons, against 
12,355 shipped to other countries. Three-fourths of the 40,808 
tons of paper board exported went to other markets than Russia, 
while two-thirds of the 26,010 tons of wrapping paper went to 
that market. 

Good Winter Prospects in Finland. 

According to Mercator, the shortness of water supply, which 
was so detrimental last winter to the Finnish paper and pulp in- 
dustries, is not likely to recur during the present season. By all 
appearances the rivers will furnish abundant supplies of water. 
The factories are well occupied, although orders are coming in 
less freely. Owing to the mild weather prevailing up to the end 
of November, the harbors, usually closed by ice late in October, 
have been open a month longer than is normally the case. 


The New French Paper School. 

At a recent meeting of the Union of French Paper Manufacturers 
it was announced that subscriptions to the new school at Grenoble 
are coming in satisfactorily, a sum of nearly $3,000 having been so 
far raised. Meanwhile the school has commenced its operations, 
the success of which cannot as yet be definitely judged. The 
question of its mechanical outfit for purposes of demonstration 
has been receiving attention, it being proposed for representatives 
of the establishment to visit Manchester, England, in order to 
examine the equipment of the paper making school of that city. 


What Is the Best Boiler for Board Drying? 

A member of the staff of the Papier-Zeitung of Berlin, in an- 
swering the above question from a subscriber, expresses a *prefer- 
ence for Cornish boilers. The boiler should not be too small, as 
the constructors of drying plants often indicate less than the 
actual consumption of steam. In order to evaporate 220 pounds 
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of water from the boards it is necessary to use 484 pounds of 
steam in good drying plants, fed with hot air. It is also recom 
mended for economy to use exhaust steam when practicable for 
the boiler. The careful hanging up of the boards is recommended, 
so that each board can shrink according to its weight and loss 
of moisture. Good hanging arrangements save a good deal in the 


matter of waste. 
Effects of Three Tour System on Cost of Product. 

In a review of the results of the three tour system in Finland 
and France, the Papier-Fabrikant remarks that the Finnish paper 
manufacturers have yet to learn whether their giving their work- 
men the three tour system has really secured immunity from 
strikes. The Social Democratic leaders are not disposed to view 
with favor the contented attitude of the operatives, the apprehen- 
sion being expressed that the employers have not seen the end of 
their troubles. The introduction of the eight hour system in the 
French Government paper factory has been followed by a reduc- 
tion of corresponding extent in the output. Another cause of 
increased cost of production is that simultaneously with the in- 
troduction of the eight hour system piecework was abolished. 


Sicilian Sulphur and Norwegian Pyrites. 

With the view of moving its yield of sulphur and of finding new 
outlets, the Sicilian combination was reported to have made low 
prices to Scandinavia. This quotation was said to be 75 shillings 
($18.25) per English ton of 2,240 pounds delivered. According to 
a statement in the Papier-Zeitung, this low price was intended to 
compete with Norwegian pyrites (or sulphur ore), but there is 
some doubt as to the correctness of the report in question. 

The Norwegian Government is, in any case, considering the 
imposition of an import duty on sulphur for the protection of 
the pyrites mining industry of that country. Herr L. J. Dorenfeldt, 
on his contemplated visit to this country, will look into the ques- 
tion of the possibility of selling the Norwegian ore to mills in the 
United States. 

Strike Insurance in France. 

Concerted action of French manufacturers on the subject of 
strike insurance seems to be only making slow progress. The 
questions addressed to its members by the Union of French Paper 
Manufacturers having only been answered to a limited extent, the 
matter has been left for further individual study, the union mean- 
while gathering and distributing information. Two French insurance 
companies are said to be issuing policies covering this class of risk, 
while the Central Fund of the Metal and Electrical Industries has 
elaborated a project for the like purpose. Another organization 
has been started by the Association of French Employers. The 
Union of French Paper Manufacturers is preparing for publica- 
tion a comparative report showing the plans of the various strike 
insurance associations. 

The Use of Cotton Felts. 

In commenting on the remarks of a writer in the Papier-Zeitung 
quoted in THe Paper Trape Journat of December 26, another 
correspondent of the same journal states that it has been found 
practicable to use cotton felts in various German factories making 
a better class of papers. They have even been found suitable for 
making greaseproof papers requiring vigorous pressure. Vegeta- 
ble fibres, it is remarked, retain more damp than dry heat, in contra- 
distinction to wool fibres. Cotton felts contract when damp, and 
as they dry out they lengthen. Where this fact is not regarded in 
adjusting these felts when new the tension is found to be insuff- 
cient, dissatisfaction resulting as to their operation. Half wool 
felts, the writer adds, are by no means new, but have not hitherto 
received much attention from economical manufacturers, wool 
felts being relatively cheap. In view of the vegetable substances 
not felting well, these mixed felts have not been found as suitable 
as those of pure wool, which are said to cost only 10 per cent. 
more than the cotton quality, and not 30 per cent., as stated by 
the first writer.

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PULP WOOD RESOURCES OF NOVA SCOTIA. 





Millions of Acres of Valuable Pulp Wood Lands—The Soil and 
Climate Favorable for the Rapid Growth of Spruce—Move- 
ment to Have Forest Lands Held by the Crown. 


Havirax, N. S., January 18, 1908—The original settlers of Nova 
Scotia found the surface covered with magnificent growths of pine, 
spruce, birch, maple, etc. Excepting the intervals and a_ wild, 
rocky region along the southeastern coast, the province was a 
country of forests 

To give an idea of the forest product, the following table shows 
the names of the counties of Nova Scotia, the “acknowledged” 


acreage of forest lands and the value of the product

Puce Woop Apounps 

As the cutting of large timber and lumber for export purposes 
is being reduced, the attention of the public is being more and 
more drawn to Nova Scotia as a source for the supply of pulp 
wood. The soil and the moist and equable climate are favorable 
to rapid growth of spruce As an example of the pulp wood 
capabilities of the Atlantic shore territory, a strip of territory 
has been cruised from the Mersey River to the Clyde. The section 
§ miles west and 20 miles back to the headwaters of Broad River, 


will yield 225.000 cords. The second section, 11 miles west along 
the shore and north by West Brook, a distance of 20 miles, will 
cut 175,000 cords [he third section, west of Granite Village 


stream, into Sable River and including the Tom Tigney, a distance 
along the shore of 6 miles and 25 miles north to West River, 
will yield 500,000 cords. The fourth section, west to the Jordan 
River 9 miles and 25 miles to head of that river, will yield 
The fifth district, west of the Jordan to the Shel- 
burne, 7 miles, to the “headwaters, 15 miles, will yield 250,000

400,000 cords 


cords. The sixth district, west of Shelburne River to the Clyde, 













15 miles, and north 25 miles to the headwaters, will cut 750,000 
cords. 

Thus 1,200 square miles will cut 2,300,000 cords. It is usual to 
estimate an acre of fair land to produce 10 cords of wood. Esti- 
mating the burned over portions of granted land are equal to the 
producing portions of ungranted lands, there are for 2,800,000 acres 
a present growth of 28,000,000 cords of pulp wood. As the growth 
of this wood from 5 inches to 8 inches requires about twelve 
years, it is a_reasonable calculation that Nova Scotia could supply 
1,333,000 cords per annum forever, if the fires were kept out of 


the forests 
Against this the present annual local demands are:

Sissiboo pulp mills 6,000 
Mill village pulp mills 5,000 
New Germany pulp mills 3,000 
St. Croix paper pulp mills 500 
Milton paper and pulp 8,000 
Total 22,500 


While the figures relating to the present extent of pulp wood 
growth are only approximate, it must be evident that if the growth 
be conserved by protection from fires, by judicious cutting and 
by replanting, the annual wood crop of this province will compete 
with the great mineral output for the foremost place as an em 
ployer of labor and a producer of wealth. 

While pulp wood is found in every county in the province, the 
localities in which it is chiefly cut are Queens, Shelburne, Digby 
and Hants. Large quantities are cut in Cape Breton for export 

The mining sections of Cape Breton, Pictou and Cumberland 
are making continually larger draughts on timber lands for pit 
props, while the railways are demanding each year larger quanti 
ties for ties. The demand has doubled the price within the past 
eighteen years. Both the demand and price are likely to increas 
in the future, so that the owner of a productive timber property 
is likely to make money by holding it and protecting it against fire 

There are many problems connected with the development of 
the forest wealth of Nova Scotia that cannot even be touched on 
in the space of a brief article. It is becoming recognized that the 
tablelands and sources of streams and rivers should be saved 
from denudation in order to maintain the waterways in_ their 
natural condition to prevent droughts and freshets 


Swigart Paper Company Leases New Building. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, January 20, 1908.—The Swigart Paper Company, now 
at 124-128 East Ohio street, has leased the five story and basement 
building at 385-387 Fifth avenue for ten years, beginning May 1, 
1908. The building was erected on plans made by the architect of 
the Troy Laundry Machinery Company, and is designed to carry 
heavy stocks. It has recently been occupied as a branch by A. C 
McClurg & Co. Owing to the discovery of an old abandoned tun 
nel under the building after its erection and the consequent settling 
of one end of the basement, the laundry machinery company va 
cated and the owners of the ground and building threatened to 
start suit against the city. Rather than sustain a judgmen for 
damages, the city put a force of men at work, filled in the old tun 
nel and put caissons under the entire building at a cost of ap 
proximately $100,000, making it perfectly secure and solid. The 
caissons put in go from 90 to 135 feet before reaching bedrock 
The building originally was built on the cantilever principle. and 
this, with the addition of the caissons put in by the city, makes it 
doubly secure 

The first two floors will carry 400 pounds per square foot, and 
the remaining floors 375 pounds per square foot. The Swigart 
Paper Company will occupy all five floors and basement. Thx 
ceilings are 15 feet, giving room for mezzanine floors. In all, the 
company will utilize 45,000 square feet of floor space M

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PERCENTAGE OF GROUND WOOD IN PAPERS. 


Messrs. Cross, Bevan and Briggs, of London, England, Have De- 
vised a Method by Which an Accurate Estimation of the 
Quantity of Ground Wood in a Sheet Can Be Determined. 


Messrs. Cross, Bevan and Briggs, London analysts, well known 
in the paper trade, communicated to the Conference of Cellulose 
and Paper Mill Chemists, recently held in Berlin, a new method 
which they have devised for the accurate estimation of the percent- 
age of mechanical wood pulp in papers. This method is based on a 
process which these chemists have discovered, whereby phloro- 
glucin may be quantitatively determined in dilute hydrochloric acid 
solutions by volumetric titration with formaldehyde solution. We 
shall omit the details of the operation, which, though quite easy 
for those who have chemical experience and a laboratory at their 
disposal, is hardly suitable for the ordinary office. 

We extract the following notes from the report of the conference 
in the Papier-Zeitung: 

“Everyone knows that lignified materials, such as mechanical 
wood pulp, give a red coloration with acid solution of phloroglucin, 
and therefore must enter into chemical combination with that sub 
stance. If, therefore, a weighed quantity of rasped wood be placed 
in a measured quantity of phloroglutin solution, of which the exact 
phloroglucin strength has been previously determined, some of the 
phloroglucin will be withdrawn from the liquid and fixed on the 
fibre. By the new method of titration with formaldehyde the quan- 
tity of phloroglucin in the liquid can be accurately ascertained be- 
fore and after the immersion of the fibre, and thus a chemical con- 
stant, called the ‘phloroglucin absorption value,’ is readily estab- 
It has been proved that all samples of 
ordinary ‘white’ mechanical pulp possess approximately the same 
phloroglucin absorption value; they combine with just about 8 per 
cent. of their weight of phloroglucin. Similarly all samples of fully 
boiled sulphite wood cellulose, whether bleached or unbleached, 
possess about’ the game phloroglucin value, but in this case, owing 
to the removal of_the lignin, the number is very much less; only 1 
per cent. of their weight. So that if the phloroglucin value of any 
paper containing mechanical and sulphite pulp be determined, it is 
easy to calculate how much of each constituent is present. 

“The chemists of an English paper mill undertook the prepara 
tion of nine samples of paper of known composition ranging, at in- 
tervals of 10-per cent., from 90 down to 10.per cent. of mechani- 
cal wood, and ‘these papers were analyzed by this method. The 
results showed that the accuracy of the process is reliable, with 
variations of 1 to 2 per cent. from the actual proportions used. 
When papers containing size and mineral loading are dealt with, 
the rosin may either be extracted or allowed for, while the mineral 
is estimated and deducted from the weight of the paper. Thus all 
the results are expressed in terms of the fibrous constituents of the

Hauirax, N. S., January 18, 1908.—The Province of Nova Scotia 
being a narrow peninsula, no part of which is more than 60 miles 
from the coast, the rivers are consequently short, and the amount 
of country drained by any river, comparatively speaking, small, 
but the country is particularly well watered, having a great number 
of, streams 

The annual rainfall is very high, being 50 to 60 inches, and the evapo- 
ration is very light, so that a given watershed in Nova Scotia will 
give fully twice as much water for stream flow and power purposes 
as a watershed of similar area would do in most parts of America 
When we add to this the fact that the winters are not so cold as to 
cause the ice to interfere to any extent with-power production, as is 


the case in some parts of Canada, the disadvantage caused by the lim- 


itations in size of our watersheds is counterbalanced by the advantage 
of our climate, and, while we have no falls like Niagara, rivers like 
the St. Lawrence or lakes like Superior, Huron, Erie and Ontario, 
we have a great many rivers of fair size, with good sized lakes for 
storage reservoirs, and with falls of 15 to 60 feet, where from 100 
to 3,000 horse power can be developed at a very reasonable cost.

St. Regis Remodeling Its Carthage Sawmill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 21, 1908.—The St. Regis Paper 
Company is remodeling its newly acquired Carthage Lumber Com- 
pany’s buildings. An addition of 35 feet has been added to the 
sawmill building, a double switch 300 feet long is being laid, and 
two new boilers and a 200 horse power engine are being added to 
the power. The old mill has been thoroughly overhauled and many 
labor saving devices installed. The St. Regis Company owns a 
tract of virgin forest on Independence River and Otter Creek com- 
prising over 85,000 acres. Although the capacity of the old saw- 
mill has been more than doubled, it will take eighteen or twenty 
years to reduce the vast amount of timber on this tract, all the 
spruce being used for pulp wood for the mill at Deferiet and the 
other timber to be converted into lumber. Charles W. Shaffer, 
formerly with the Carthage Lumber Company, is local superin- 
tendent for the new concern.

Bookbinders’ Strike at Holyoke Still on Officially. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., January 20, 1908—On Friday of last week a 
committee representing the bookbinders who left the works of 
the National Blank Book Company last summer held a confer- 
ence with F. B. Towne, treasurer of the company, but no change 
in conditions was effected. A number of the committee stated 
after the conference that the situation remained the same as be- 
fore the conference. It had been rumored that concessions would 
be made and that the prospects were bright for a settlement. 
Some time ago it was understood that the company would take 
back as many of the striking employees as the factory needed, but 
declined to take the men back in a body or to discharge help already 
at work in the mill, and also declined to unionize the plant. 

The strike has caused a heavy loss to both sides of the contro- 
versy, and’ is seemingly as far from settlement as ever, This is 
generally regretted in the city, as the mill officials had always taken 
interest in their employees, and the employees were seemingly a 
more competent force than the average in the city. 

The press committee of the bookbinders’ union Friday evening 
made the following statement: “In regard to articles published 
in the different papers relating to the probability of the settle- 


ment of the strike, it was voted to continue the present strike 
until satisfactory terms are reached, the vote being over five to 
one for continuance.” FE. A. Richardson, secretary of the local 
union, and the chairman of the press committee signed the report. 
The mill is running and is said to be filling its orders in a very 
satisfactory manner. Regardless of the present feeling of the old 
employers and their inability to make a satisfactory settlement with 
the company, it is believed in this city that a majority of the old 
help will eventually go back to work in the plant upon terms satis- 
factory to the company. Ferry. 


Trying to Maintain the Flow of the Black River. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 21, 1908—The question of main- 
taining the water power of Black River at its greatest efficiency 
is again attracting the attention of mill owners and others inter- 
ested. At the present time the storage reservoirs kept up by the 
State for the purpose of operating a part of the Black River Canal, 
which serves as a feeder for the Erie, are capable of maintaining 
a flow during the season of 13,000 cubic feet per minute. Before 
the northern section of the Black River Canal was abandoned a 
portion of this water was returned to the river. Now, during the 
dry season, all of it is diverted to the Mohawk Valley. 

In view of the severe drought of last year, which resulted in the 
shutting down of many mills along the Black River Valley, former 
Canal Superintendent James Galvin calls attention to the fact that 
a great error is made in not urging the State to maintain the 
Black River Canal to its fullest efficiency. When the canal from 
Boonville north was in operation the water was never so low as 
it was during 1907. In default of an appropriation, and the failure 
of the local representatives in the Legislature to demand an im- 
proved canal, some people in the Black River Valley believe the 
proper thing to do is to demand that the northern division of the 
Black River Canal should be reopened and put in shape for navi- 
gation. It has been neglected and slighted by the State Department 
of Public Works in order that all the water may be used for the 
Erie Canal, and that none may be needed for the river section. 
The matter will probably be taken up before the present legislative 


session ends and an effort made to bring about former conditions.

The Cuban Paper Trade. 

Answering an inquiry as to the importation of paper into Cuba, 
Consul General James L. Rodgers, of Habana, writes as follows: 

The total importation of paper in sheets during the year 1905 
was 2,143,609 kilos (kilo equals 2.2 pounds), of which the United 
States. furnished about 50 per cent. and Germany, Spain and 
France about 15 per cent. each. In the shape of paper bags, en- 
velopes, etc., there was an importation in 1905 of 1,007,668 kilos, 
of which the United States furnished nearly 75 per cent. and Ger- 
many about 19 per cent. Of all other classes of paper in the year 
1905 there was imported 6,280,280 kilos, of which Germany fur- 
nished about 40 per cent., Spain about 20 per cent., the United 
States about 13 per cent. and France about to per cent. The de 
tailed statistics for 1906 are not as yet available. 

The consumption of paper in the republic is steadily increasing, 
and as its use is broadly indicated, any prospective exporter should 
send .an,agent for the purpose of thoroughly investigating the 
market and local conditions before attempting to participate. The 
largest consumers of paper are the various newspapers, of which 
there are a goodly number. [The largest direct paper importing 
houses of Habana are listed with the Bureau of Manufactures, 
Washington, D. C.] e

Ontario’s Pine Cut. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, January 21, #08.—The 
latest estimates of the pine cut in the Prov 
ince of Ontario for the season received by 
the Department of Lands, Forests and 
Mines show a shrinkage of 35,000,000 feet. 
The estimate made earlier in the season was 
710,000,000 feet. The recent financial flurry, 
however, caused some lumbermen to curtail 
their schemes of operation, and the cut for 
1907-8 is now estimated to produce 675,000,- 
ooo feet. In regard to railway ties the esti- 
mates have been changed in an entirely dif- 
ferent manner. The Canadian Northern 
Railway, the National Transcontinental and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway are all draw- 
ing upon Ontario now for their supplies of 
railway ties, with the result that the esti- 
mated output has «doubled. The first fig- 
ures collated by the department totalled 
2,500,000 ties, but now it is expected that 
the railways will take 5,000,000. The esti- 
mated cut of pulp wood is 216,000 cords.

Elections in Ontario Favor Niagara Power Scheme. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Toronto, Canada, January 20, 1908.—The elections in about a 
dozen cities and large towns in western Ontario were in almost 
every case heavily in favor of supporting the scheme presented by 
the Ontario Government by which electric power from Niagara 
Falls will be transmitted over municipally owned lines throughout 
western Ontario and distributed through the cities by plants owned 
by each city. The Government stands behind the scheme, secures 
a low price for the current at the developing plants at the Falls 
and guarantees the debentures sold to pay for the transmission and 
distributing plants. The cost of the plants will be paid off in 
forty years. By this plan it is claimed that Ontario will make up 
to a large extent for its lack of coal. The “white coal” of water 
power will take the place of the black coal from the mines, The 
voting was keenly contested by companies in the field and by per- 
sons who thought the scheme inadvisable, but in all but one case 
the necessary bylaws were carried by large majorities. This would 
indicate that the people feel that they have money to spend and that 
by spending it and by energy they can make Ontario’s manufac- 
turing position more secure. It is expected that power can be 
delivered in Toronto for $20 per horse power, or possibly at $25 
for small users. The figures, however, are not worked out as to 
what individuals can be supplied for, but it is believed that the 
bulk rate for power delivered at the city limits will enable each city 
to distribute power to its citizens at much lower rates than any 
power can now be obtained for, whether steam, gas or electricity.
